TREAT THE SOLDIERS RIGHT. 


The suddenness of our entry into the 
war and the. continuous rush incidental * 
to the most stupenduous job this or any 
other country ever undertook, naturally 
created a bureauoeracy at Washington on 
an immense scale. Tt could not be helped. 
Uundreds of thousands’ of men were 
rushed into war work positions, untried 
and unskilled. Naturally, again, a certain 
percentage of these petty officials and de- 
partmental tim soldiers were incompetent, 
aud a certain other percent were just 
plain every day—fools. 

From this buneh of chair warmers has 
eminated rules and regulations -in some 
instances which ‘did not have even com- 
mon sense. 

For instanee, all newspaper publishers 
were required to send in every day a. 
sworn statement of just how much news 
print paper they used. Once a month, 
striking an average for the month, would 
have answered the same purpose, except 
that the every day plan provided salaried 
jobs for several hundred more elerks. 

Another order provides that if a  sol- 
dier does not buy his railread ticket home 
within twenty-four hours «after his dis- 
charge he must pay full fare. This is, the 
rankest kind of injustice. He should be 
given his fare home entirely free, The 
government is operating the railroads; it 
took that soldier from his heme over 
those railroads, when he was needed. to 
fight battles and face death, and the least, 
the government could do would be to 
send him back where it got him, without 


charge.

He 
should be given when discharged at least 
$100 out of the public treasury. 8 


MAKE MORE WORK 


Yards and reams are being written on 
the problem of what to do with the mil 
lions of men.for whom jobs must be pro- 
vided for, but the solution to the whole 
matter is told in the caption of this ar- 
ticle—make more work. 

There are over five millions of men to 
be provided for, counting those losing em- 
ployment by reason of the cessation of 
munitions factories, shipbuilding and 
other war activities, and while there is a 
great demand for help of all kinds there 
is also great demand for employment. 
Five millions is a good many. 

Sceretary Franklin K. Lane’s sugges- 
tion’ of the reclamation of much land and 
the selling of it to soldiers or other war 
workers on long time, and easy payinents, 
is good, as far as it goes, and should cer- 
tainly be acted upon by the federal au- 
thorities: He says 200,000,000 acres can 
readily be reclaimed, by. irrigation and 
clearing, and this sheuld be done at once, 
as the reclamation service would employ 
many thousands of men, and if the sol- 
diers don’t want that much land, there 
are plenty of other people who do. Also, 


the production of food it would afford is * 


needed by the whole world. 

-In Canada anybody can buy good land 
of the government for a nominal price and 
be given twenty yéars in which to pay 
for it, besides being given government 
aid financially, if a. to build a home 
and get production started. 

But it will be wecessary, if trouble is 
avoided and,the.right thing done, for not 
only the nment but states, the 
counties, the municipalities and the cor- 
porations and individuals to speed up 
_ work and pees me avery kind.
